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Sir: 

A Statement of Reasons for Allowance accompanied the August 16, 2006 Notice of 
Allowability regarding the above-identified application. Although Applicants agree that the 
claims are patentable over the art, entry of the Statement into the record should not necessarily 
be construed as any agreement with or acquiescence by Applicants in the particular reasoning set 
forth in the Statement. 

The Statement first addresses Huang and asserts that a passage quoted from claim 1 is not 
disclosed by Huang. The statement then addresses Osman et al. and asserts that another passage 
quoted from claim 1 is not disclosed by Osman et al. The two independent claims, however, are 
worded somewhat differently; and the Statement overlooks differences in scope of the patentable 
independent claims. Also, the language of the claims is already of record and is clear and 
concise. Repetition of claim language in the Statement adds nothing substantive to the record 
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and should not create any narrowing interpretation or estoppel with regard to any of the allowed 
claims or any of the recitations contained in the allowed claims. 

It is respectfully submitted that the allowed claims should be entitled to the broadest 
reasonable interpretation and to the broadest range of equivalents that are appropriate in light of 
the record, without reference to the Statement of Reasons for Allowance.
